Are there questions which 
should be asked, relative to the 
light and power rates charged 
by the Reading Municipal Light 
Department, to the people and 
industries of Wilmington? The 
Wilmington Chamber — of 
Commerce is curious, and the 
Board of Directors, Tuesday 
noon, voted to seek some an: 
swers 

Light rates in Wilmington 
were raised on January first 
The increase was in accordance 
with a published notice. But 
questions arose, in the directors 
meeting, because of the 
reported tremendous increases 
that had occured 

Michael White, a consultant to 
Sweetheart Plastics, told the 
chamber directors that he had 
been, for some weeks, attending 
the meetings of the Municipal 
Light Board in Reading, The 
board consists of elected of 
ficials, all from Reading. The 
only other persons present are 
employees of the light depart 
ment. There are no spectators. 

Nor, he said, is there an op: 
portunity to ask questions 
unless there had been a prior 
notice 

White had been called in 
because of the February bill of 
Sweetheart Plastics which had 
increased $50,000 over the bill of 
the year previous. If you took 
away the “fuel charge,” he said, 
the bill was still twice as much 
as Sweetheart is paying for a 
comparable plant in Georgia 

White had done some checking 
on his own account, It was not an 
easy task, he said, because of 
the tremendous amount of 
papers on file, but, he added 

ading Municipal Light is ‘not 
joaded, bureaucratically 

He had noticed, during his 
visits to the light board, that 
only Reading-was in the con: 
versation, When possible 
summer time employees were 
discussed, it was only for 
Reading youths, “The money 
flows into Reading

Rocco DePasquale spoke up to 
Say he had called Boston Edison, 
on account of the rates being 
charged to his restaurant. He 
was told that if he had been 
served by Boston Edison the 
charges would be 30 percent 
more than from Reading Light 
It is possible, he conceded, that 
he had not asked all the 
questions he could have 

Rocco believed that the 
chairlady should compile all the 
questions and information 
possible and direct this to the 
Town of Wilmington.

Bonds or betterments? 


A funny thing is happening in Wilmington, on its 
the Special Town Meeting of May 16. 

Article 3 proposes new water mains for several streets 
already served by two inch water mains, including Marcus 
Road and Oakridge Circle. The proposal was first made by 
the water commissioners. The costs were to be paid by bet 
terments. 

Betterments is a process in which home owners pay for 
the improvements to the streets, or water services, to their 
homes. It has been in effect in Wilmington for over 25 
years. 

Those who pay for the improvements can do so over a 20 
year period if they choose, at a relatively low interest rate 
” The water mains proposed are six inch, cement lined. It 
is said that rust will not form inside. There can be hydrants 
installed which will add to the fire protection values of a 
neighborhood. 

The cost of installation is $25 a foot, possibly a little less. 
The owner of a 125 foot frontage houselot would find it 
could cost over $3,000, plus eight percent interest, over a 20 
year period. On principle alone the cost can be something 
over $150 a year 

The water commissioners are now being supplanted by 
the selectmen. The selectmen are proposing, instead of 
betterments, a process to be described as ‘‘bonding."’ The 
best description of the process involved, in the change, is 
to call it “political.” 

The bonding will be paid for by an increase in water 
rates. That means, of course, that everyone will pay for 
the betterment of those streets. Arthur Smith, water com 
missioner, has estimated that the price of water would in- 
crease 10 percent in Wilmington if the cost is paid by bon 
ding instead of betterments 

If all the two inch water mains are to be replaced, he 
said, the cost of water in Wilmington might possibly dou 
ble. 

Entirely overlooked in the process whereby the select 
men replaced the water commissioners, were the 
statements of Arnold Blake on May 3, before the finance 
committee. 

A former water commissioner, Mr. Blake told that com 
mittee that it is impossible to charge for betterments not 
received. His point that those streets are already be 
ing serviced by water mains and are now receiving water 
in their homes. 

Charges can only be made for things that are not being 
received, such as nearby fire hydrants, and possibly water 
that is without rust 

That most certainly is a betterment that is less than 100 
percent. There are, ult, questions. 

How much of a betterment is it? Is there any alter. 
native? Is the town acting too hastily? 

If the town meeting of May 16 establishes as a fact that it 
will pay for taking up two inch mains all over town, and 
replacing those mains with six inch cement lined mains it 
will be taking on quite a burden, Any 10 citizens can bring 
suit, and the town will have to agree, in court 

he costs will have to be paid by in ed water rates. 
Mr. Smith has estimated that the costs can double the 
water rates. 

There are, at this time, according to the water depart 
ment, 39,240 feet of water mains two inches or less in 
diameter, serving homes in Wilmington Multiply that 
number by $25 a foot, the present cost, and the sum will 
come out to $981,000. 

What that means in increased water rates is impossible 
at this moment to estimate. But the question can be asked 
Is the town meeting ready to add that sum to present water 
bills in Wilmington?

To meet the eligibility 
requirements they must: have 
use of public access land (the 
Division can help obtain  per- 
mission to use public land); 
develop a plan to ensure that the 
plantings will be properly cared 
for over the next several years; 
attend an instructional session 
covering planting and main- 
tenance of Fruition plants. 

Several Fruition demonstration 
sites are being developed across 
the state where people can see the 
various types fruit and nut plants 
in be grown in Mass. In 
addition, practical workshops and 
instructional sessions are offered 
of the program, and 
educational materials are given 
out to participants.

The result: Mr. Walter, a resident of 
Westmoreland County, Pa., who was laid 
off last year after 18 years at US Steel Cor 
poration, now pays $250 instead of $484 
each month on his mortgage. Though his 
unemployment checks are often late and 
may run out soon, he says the bank contin 
ues to help him work out a way to keep his 
home. 

Walter is benefiting from his bank's

Nationally, 175,000 to 
mortgages were foreclosed last year. By 
comparison, 233,000 mortgages were fore: 
closed at the height of the Great Depres 
sion. The number of mortgages delinquent 
90 days or more during 1982 7.000, 

Homeowners who hold Federal Housing 
Administration morjgages can apply to 
the FHA for a partial payment plan until 
they get back on their feet financially 
However, others — many of whom lack 
adequate mortgage insurance — must rely 
on their bank's willingness and ability to 
work out alternatives to foreclosure 

The situation is most serious in areas 
experiencing severe unemployment, such 
as Pittsburgh. Pa.. which is reeling from 
steel mill layoffs. Jonathan Zimmer, ex 
ecutive director of United Way's ACTION 
Housing Inc. in Pittsburgh, estimates 
there are 15,000 families seriously delin: 
quent on home payments. Two thousand 
are in the foreclosure process. In addition. 
Mr, Zimmer notes, ACTION-Housing's

‘Thornburgh (R) is calling for a direct-aid 
program that would earmark $300 million 
from the state lottery as loans for those 
facing foreclosure. Another proposal is to 
increase the state's property transfer tax 
and channel proceeds to the same group. 

ACTION-Housing has developed its own 
program to help unemployed workers 
hang on to their homes. At the urging of the 
Mon (Monongahela) Valley Unemploy 
ment Committee, the group developed a 
specific aid program. One of the most im 
portant aspects of the plan, Zimmer says 
is to encourage owners to talk to their 
banks when their finances become 
strained 

“Many are afraid to confront their 
lender,” says Zimmer. “They were afraid 
the bank would proceed with foreclosure 
as soon as they heard about the problem.’ 

‘The group also offers free financial and 
legal counseling through attorneys willing 
to offer their time. It works as well to in 
crease awareness of the FHA partial pay 
ment According to Zimmer, the ac 
ceptance rate for such applications in the 
Pittsburgh area has jumped from 21 to 47 
percent. ACTION-Housing is also trying to 
build up a foreclosure prevention fund, for 
which it has already collected $140,000 of 
its $200,000 goal 

‘The growing frequency of foreclosure is 
spurring a flurry of proposed bills both oh 
the national and state level. The US House 
and Senate are each working on bills that 
would offer either government or private 
assistance to homeowners facing 
foreclosure 

At the state level, the Ohio Legislature 
is considering two bills that would tempo- 
rarily postpone the sale of homes as well 
as agricultural property during an eco- 
nomic emergency, a period that would be 
declared with passage of the bill and con- 
tinue through 1984. The measure is still in 
committee 

California is drawing up legislation to 
put a moratorium on foreclosures for 180 
days, should foreclosures rise above a pre- 
determined level in a given county, Legis: 
lators say they are also thinking of requir 
ing adequate insurance in the future to 
protect against unemployment-related de

Fines for 
vandalism 


“Every year when we go to the 
cemetery to decorate the graves 
of our loved ones we seem to see 
evidence of vandalism. It's a 
shocking situation. Is the state 
aware of it?” asked a caller to 
Citizen Information Service in the 


office of Secretary of State 
Michael Joseph Connolly 
“Yes, indeed. The 1982 


legislature enacted Chapter 169 
providing for increased penalties 
for cemetery vandalism,"* 
responded CIS. The caller was 
told that the new legislation 
provides stiff fines and possible 
imprisonment for conviction of 
desecration of tombs, 
gravestones and other cemetery 
features. At his request, a copy of 
the new law was mailed to the 
caller by the state's official in- 
formation agency. 

The proper upkeep of burial 
grounds, both private and public, 
has been of much concern to the 
achusetts Historical 
ion whose chairman, ex.

acting by John Wood, who starred 
as Antonio Salieri — whose story 
this actually is— “‘Amadeus'" is a 
thoughtful, humorous, and 
titillating look at the life. and 
death. of the great composer. 

Salieri was an Italian who 
became the court composer of the 
Austrian kingdom. It was 
rumored that he may have been 
responsible for Mozart's death in 
1791, and in this. his tale. he 
details exactly what happened in 
the decade that the musical 
genius lived in Vienna 

Salieri was an average talent 
who would never amount to much 
of anything. Most of his work was 
consigned to history's scrap heap 
while Mozart's would go on to 
world acclaim. 

As THE musical authority in 
the country, Salieri could. for the 
most part, dictate what was and 
wasn’t popular. Although he knew 
that Mozart's work was that of a 
genius, he kept his views to 
himself and managed to hide the 
fact from the rest of the world 
until the young German's death 

Mozart died a pauper, a man 
scorned by the people that had 
largely accepted him in earlier 
times, when he was being ac. 
claimed as a miracle child. He
